Douglas, Ariz., April 19— From the 
appearance of Agua 
Prieta 
streets 
when the federals entered after the 
rebels had silently stolen out, it was 
evident that the raking fire poured 
Into the town had been more effective 
than the rebels admitted. 
Fifty 
bodies 
were 
lying 
in 
the 
streets, buildings were perforated and 
many adobe residences were shelter­ 
ing wounded non-combatants, includ­ 
ing several women and children. 
The 
condition of many persons is pitiful. 
The town is not wrell supplied with 
provisions, but as the port has been 
reopened here, it will not be hard to 
supply them. 
Spectators on top of the Douglas 
city hall reported seeing through field 
glasses federal soldiers going over the 
battlefield where they attacked the 
trenches and bayonetting their own 
wounded who had been left on the 
field under the blazing sun all day 
and through a night of unusually low 
temperature. 
It jS believed more than 
likely that the federals were burying 
the dead. 
Colonel Renaldo Diaz, in command 
of Agua Prieta, has placed a strong 
patrol of Yaqui Indians along the in­ 
ternational line. 
They have orders to 
permit no one to pass. The American 
troops are patrolling this side and 
have the same orders. 
The line is ef­ 
fectually 
blockaded. 
More 
United 
States cavalry has arrived and the 
force is now sufficient to handle any 
situation. 
The president's message to 
Governor Sloan cleared the atmos­ 
phere and leading men approve the 
executive’s course 
It is nowf said that Belisario Garcia, 
the highest officer in command of the 
Insurrectos. instead of over 1.000, had 
less than 500 men to hold the town 
against 1,200 federals. 
Ile expected 
Juan Cabrial with reinforcements from 
the southwest, and Madame Talamen- 
tes with JOO men from the south. 
De­ 
serters said Cabrial’s force had e n ­ 
countered federals in the Ajo moun­ 
tains southwest of here and had been 
cut to pieces. 
Madame Talamentes. 
“the Joan of Arc of the revolution,” 
never got within sight and the where­ 
abouts of her force is unknown, lf it 
exists at all. 
When this was learned 
by Garcia, the rebel leaders held-a 
council and differences arose which 
resulted 
in 
Garcia, 
commander-in- 
chlef, crossing the line unarmed and 
surrendering to 
Lieutenant 
Colonel 
Shunk of the First cavalry. 
Colonel 
Medina was the only high officer left 
In the garrison. 
He came across the 
line, visited his wife and daughter, 
who are in Douglas, and returned to 
Agua Prieta. It is supposed he led the 
army away, but in which direction is 
not definitely known. 
Rebel deserters straggled into Doug­ 
las without arms, and 
some gave 
themselves up to the American sol­ 
diers. 
General Garcia was one of the 
first to surrender. 
With the com­ 
mander^-In-chief gone, the garrison be­ 
came demoralized. 
“ Red” Lopez, an­ 
other commander, came to Douglas, 
but 
did 
not 
surrender, 
except 
to 
liquor. 
Reaching the Nacozari railroad sta­ 
tion 
before 
they 
discovered 
Agua 
Prieta was in the hands of the fed­ 
erals, scouts from Cabrial’s command 
numbering 
several 
hundred 
rebels, 
turned and fled under the fire of the 
federals, who chased the retreating 
scouts, firing fully JOO shots before 
the advance guard of Cabrial’s forces 
opened fire on them. 
The rebel ad­ 
vance guard then fell back on the 
main body, the federals returning to 
camp 
Th** appearance of Cabrial's 
command bas revived the excitement 


Middletown, N. Y., April 19— When 
the autopsy over the boily of Mrs.

All are disposed to follow Pres­ 
ident Taft’s lead in urging strong self­ 
restraint in dealing with conditions in 
Mexico. 
This was clearly indicated 
in statements made by members of 
the foreign affairs committees of the 
two houses, who urged great modera­ 
tion arid carefulness in regard to Mex­ 
ico. 
Two new 
resolutions were intro­ 
duced in the house calling for an in­ 
vestigation into conditions in Mexico 
A resolution is pending in the senate, 
directing the foreign relations com­ 
mittee of that body to make an inves­ 
tigation, and the likelihood now is that 
resolutions will be adopted in both 
branches iff* congress. 
A dispatch 
from Ambassador Wilson in Mexico 
City to Mr. Taft said that President 
Diaz has promised “a definite restric­ 
tive policy along the border.” 
The Mexican government’s formal 
reply to the protest by the United 
States is expected within a day or 
two. 
It is suggested here that an 
effort will be made by the Diaz gov­ 
ernment to establish a neutral zone 
of about five miles along the border 
in which there shall be no fighting. 
The difficulty in regard to this plan is 
that it will require the consent of the 
insurrectos.

April 20.— A war of ex­ 
termination will be carried on through 
the state pharmacy board against all 
blind Tiger drug stores in the state, 
Governor Marshall having ordered the 
hoard to revoke the licenses of all 
pharmacists who can be shown to lie 
engaged 
in 
the 
unlawful 
sale 
of 
liquors. 
Numerous complaints to the phar­ 
macy board of illegal liquor selling by 
druggists in all parts of the state 
caused the members to take up the 
m atter 
with 
the governor at their 
meeting last week. 
Burt New, the 
governor’s legal clerk, was entrusted 
with the task of finding a way to put 
the blin d’tiger drug stores out of ex­ 
istence. 
A fter a thorough examination of the 
statutes Attorney New came to the 
conclusion that it could be done by re­ 
voking the licenses of such druggists, 
on the ground of immoral conduct. 
The law gives the board the right to 
revoke a pharmacist’s license for im­ 
moral conduct, and Mr. New' held the 
illegal sale of liquor constitutes im­ 
moral conduct.
